Applicants hereby petition for a correction to their transmittal letter mailed by Express 
Mail on May 27, 2005, and for removal of incorrect documents from the electronic file for this 
application. 

Applicants original "Transmittal Letter to the United States Designated/Elected Office 
(DO/EO/US) Concerning a Submission Under 35 U.S.C. §371" mailed by Express Mail on May
